issociations. R elated at tempts hav e 
been made by officers ami stock tdhl- 
ers ot Rush County Eair association 
tn> get aii appropriation, hut they 
hav e always been turned down. They 
‘ontend that th« ‘ help from the coun­ 
ty would place the county fair on a 
sound financial basis and mak e it an 
issurcd success. 
Two years ago at the 19 13 session, 
of die Indiana legislature, the Coun­ 
ty 1’air Managers’ association had 
introduced a hill in the 
legislature 
which prov ided that the county com­ 
missioners should lie 
compelled to 
ew a special tax of not more than 
one mill 
on each on hundred 
dollars 
of taxable property in the county for 
the support of the county fair. There 
was one prov ision which 
said the 
‘ommissioners would not he forced 
to mak e the lev y unless such action 
was requested in a petition signed hv 
twenty-fiv e fix e-holders of the coun­ 
ty.

to the Indianapolis postoffice 
that 
their names may be distributed by 
the Indianapolis letter carriers 
to 
their patrons. 
In other words, th is a p p e a r s to be 
one of the i>et schemes of the p o s t­ 
m aster general, to bring the produc­ 
er and the consumer closer together. 
It is doubtful if any appreciable re­ 
sults can be obtained, but if they 
are, it will be to the detriment of the 
smaller cities and towns like Rltsh- 
ville.

Newspapers were all weeklies up 
to 1840 and then a few- semi-weeklies 
and tri-weeklies 
appeared.

side and was a five column folio. 
This old paper is still in existence.

sent conflict between the President 
and the United States Senate ov er 
ppointment of Federal employ ees m 
ariou s states, echinates

g rav e ev il iu ou r form of g ov ern­ 
ment,” asserts Jonathon Bou rne, Jr. 
“AN lien the fram ers of the consti­ 
tu tion g av e the President power to 
appoint ‘by and with the adv ice and 
consent of the Senate,’ they intend­ 
'd that no man shou ld hold pu blic 
oflice in the appointiv e classes, ex 
ept tor temporary v acancies du ring 
cong ressional recess, u nless there be 
mu tu al ag reement between the Presi­ 
dent and the Senate. 
The member.- 
of 
the 
constitu tional 
conv ention 
ou ld not foresee the v ast ex pansion 
of the territory of the United States 
nd the enlarg ement of the scope of 
its activ ities. 
“They had not the remotest con- 
eption of the nu mber of persons 
who u ltimately wou ld be employ ed in 
the civ il serv ice of the nation, now* 
nu mbering ov er 470,000. 
They as­ 
su med that the President and 
the 
Senate cou ld make personal inqu iry 
md form personal 
ju dg ment 
u pon 
the qu alifications of prospectiv e ap­ 
pointees. 
“Bu t conditions hav e u nderg one a 
chang e they cou ld not foresee. 
To­ 
day ov er 10,000 
appointments 
are 
made by the President ‘by and with 
the adv ice and consent of the Sen­ 
ate.’ Ov er a thou sand appointments 
are made bv the President withou t 
confirmation by the Senate. 
There 
may be a dozen candidates for each 
position. 
It is absu rd 
to 
imag ine 
that any President can intellig ently 
select the most desirable men 
for 
ov er 11,000 offices ou t of probably a 
lu ndred thou sand applicants. 
If he 
g av e his entire time to the m atter, 
le cou ld probably 
not 
intellig ently 
ill 500 of these positions. 
Neither 
the President, nor the Senate as a 
body , can pass intellig ently u pon the 
qu alifications of candidates for all 
appointiv e positions. 
“The resu lt has been that the P res­ 
ident acts u pon the recommendations 
of his political friends nad leg islativ e 
su pporters, while the Senate u su ally 
acts u pon the recommendation of the 
members from the state in which the

branch of g ov ernment 
and 
forced 
throu g h Cong ress partly by the aid 
of patronag e. 
“Su ch a procedu re is a menace 
to popu lar and representativ e g ov ­ 
ernment. 
It is the beg inning of dic­ 
tatorship. 
“Since wre no long er 
liv e 
u nder 
conditions prev ailing at the time the 
constitu tion was adopted, the wise 
cou rse is to make the constitu tion 
meet the needs of this day and g en­ 
eration.

“The remedy , it seems to me, is

amendment div esting the President 
>f his power to nominate postm as­ 
ters collectors of cu stoms and in-

shals, and prov ide that they shall be, 
elected by the people in their sev eral 
ju risdictions. 
Take from the Presi­ 
dent the power of their remov al g iv e

pended employ ee to the Civ il Serv ice 
’ommission, which wou ld 
hav e the

This wou ld in no manner interefere

selv es “ permanent” ho uses and hav e 
set up ho usekeeping in the mo st co m­ 
fo rtable o f 
way s. 
French o fficer» 
call 
these 
settlements 
“ v illag es 
neg res” o r “ neg ro v illag es,” o n ac­ 
co unt o f their resembling s, at first 
g lance, the “ nativ e v illag es" o ne sees 
at wo rld fairs. 
But the so ldiers’ 
v illag es are 
mo re 
artistic, 
much 
cleaner and mo re attractiv e*. 


One I v isited near Saint-Mineho uld 
was ty pical. 
It was lo cated 
in 
a 
wheatfield and French wheatfields in 
this reg io n hav e a habit, when wet 
by rain o r sno w, o f try ing to escape 
by cling ing to o ne’s feet. 
But 
the 
so ldiers hav e o ccupied their leisure 
ho urs in hauling sand and building 
sidewalks 
thro ug ho ut 
the 
v illag e 
which was, in co nsequence a so rt o f 
“ spo tless-to wn.” 


The ho uses are built 
o f sapling s 
and tatched with straw, 
no t 
belter 
skelter and any o ld way , but neatly 
and in patterns, so that the finished 
structure resembles a v ery pretty , if 
tiny , French v illa, with do rmers and 
g ables and turrets and spires. Many 
o f the little ho uses hav e windo ws o f 
g lass tho ug h where these came fro m 
g o o dness o nly kno ws— pro bably fro m 
the ruins o f neig hbo ring 
v illag es. 


In fro nt o f mo st o f the v illas are 
French g ardens. Little fir and cedar 
trees, o r o ther small g ro wth o f ev er­ 
g reen v ariety , hav e been transplanted 
and the walks o f these g ardens are 
laid o ut in patterns and bo rdered just 
as walks in city parks are, o nly here 
pieces o f three-branches 
take 
the 


p lace o f the in terlacin g iro n bo rders 
o f mo re co n v en tio n al p ark s. 
Bu t it is in side that the in habitan ts 
sho w' the mo st in gen u ity . 
Beds are 
o f all v arieties bu t I am su re that the 
wo rst was mo re co mfo rtable than 
tho se o n e u su ally fin ds in an Ameri­ 
can small-to wn ho tel. 
In p rin cip le 
mo st o f them were alik e. 
Fo u r p o sts 
were driv en in to the 
gro u n d 
with 
sap lin gs to rep resen t the sides o f the 
bed. 
Acro ss these, o n e again st an ­ 
o ther, smaller sap lin gs are laid, tho se 
cho sen fo r their sp rin gin ess. 
Ov er 
these, in so ft hay , o f a thick n ess to 
in su re as mu ch co mfo rt as an o rdin ­ 
ary mattress affo rds, an d lastly the 
regu latio n blan k ets, 
sleep in g 
bags 
an d su ch o ther co v erin g as the so ld­ 
ier may be able to p ro cu re. 


In the middle o f the ro o m there is 
u su ally a table made o f sap lin gs an d 
su ch p lan s as the bu ilder hav e fo u n d; 
u p o n this they eat an d do their co r­ 
resp o n den ce. Ov er o n e su ch tables I 
fo u n d a large han gin g lamp , tho u gh 
lan tern s are u su ally u sed. Abo u t the 
walls are shelv es an d p egs fo r p lac­ 
in g an d 
han gin g 
thin gs. 
Pictu res 
brighten the ro o ms an d so me o f these 
ho mes p o ssess “ libraries.” 
So me­ 
times sev eral gro u p s o f two o r three 
so ldiers each, su ch as' o ccu p y o rdin ­ 
arily o n e ho u se, go in to gether an d 
bu ild a three o r fo u r ro o m affair an d 
do their o wn co o k in g o n a fire p lace, 
arran gin g their ro o ms with cu rtain ed 
do o rway s bet ween . 


The n ames giv en the v illas reflect 
the state o f min d o f tho se who fin d 
shelter 
in side: 
“The 
In n o cen ts," 
p ro bably held a bu n ch o f ro liiek ers;

su ffices” ) sho w a serio u s, if p atrio ­ 
tic, tu rn o f min d, as do cs “Pro Patris 
an d “Ma Chau miere.” Then there is 
co n v en tio n al. “The Pin es," “Chateau 
d’Esp agn e,” an d tlie who le gamu t. 
The ho rses to o are well p ro tected 
again st the weather, they bein g u n der 
lo n g sheds ro o fed with stfaw. 
An d 
they are well fed. 
In all thesd v illag es, as elsewhere 
alo ng the fro nt, I fo und the so ldiers 
taking thing s as they co me, sing ing 
and making lig ht o f their hardships 
—fo r o nly part o f their time is spent 
in the co sy self-built v illag es. 
They 
make a jest o f death and mo st o l 
them impressed me as being fatalists. 
“ Why wo rry f” they ask. 
“ If a 
bullet has been made fo r y o u, y o u 
can’t do dg e it. 
So *the best thing 
y o u can do is tc 'Meet it 
with a 
smile.”

When the first Installment is hot paid prior to the first Monday in May. the taxes for the whole year become delinquent. 
The Treasurer will not be responsible for the penalty and charges on Delinquent Taxes resulting from any omission of tho person paying 
to state definitely on what property, in whose name and in what township or corporation, it was assessed. 
Persons owing; Delinquent Taxes should pay them at once. The late law is of such character that there is no option left the Treasurer but 


to^enforce the collection of delinquent taxes, however much he may regret to collect the same, by sale of property. 


The. owner of the property on the first day of March in any year, shall be liable for the payment of all taxes of that year. The purchaser 


of property on the first oay of Xarch.. shall, he .considered as owner on. that day.—Bee. 103. 


AU property, both personal and real, situated in any county, shall be liable for the taxes, penalties, interests, and costs to tho owners 
thereof, in such county, and no partial payment of such taxes, penalties, interests or costs shall dischargo or release any part or portion of such 
property,.until the whole be paid; 
which lien shall in no wise be affected or destroyed by any sale or transfer of any such personal property.

Conditions Undergo Change Which 


They Could Not Foresee—Presi- 


dent Appoints 11,000. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—"The pre- 


sent conflict between the President 
and the United States Senate over 
appointment of Federal employees in 
various states, echinates 
a 
very 


ave evil in our form of govern- 


ment," asserts Jonathon Bourne, Jr. 


"When the framers of the consti- 


tution gave the President power to 
appoint 'by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate,' they intend- 
ed that no man should hold public 
Office in the appointive classes, ex^ 
cept for temporary vacancies during 
congressional recess, unless there be 
mutual agreement between the Presi- 
dent and the Senate. The members 
of 
the 
constitutional 
convention 


could not foresee the vast expansion 
of the territory of, the United Stales 
and the enlargement of the scope of 
its activities. 


"They had not the remotest con- 


ception of the number of persons 
who ultimately would be employed in 
the civil service of the nation, now 
numbering over 470/000. 
They as- 


sumed that the President and 
the 


Senate could make personal inquiry 
and form personal judgment upon 
the qualifications of prospective ap- 
pointees. 
f 


"But conditions have undergone a 


change they could not foresee. To- 
day over 10,000 
appointments are 


made by the President 'by and with 
the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate.' Over a tliousancl appointments 
are made by the President without 
confirmation by the Senate. 'There 
may be a dozen candidates for each 
position. It is absurd to imagine 
that any President can intelligently 
Delect the niost desirable men 
f in- 


over 11,000 offices out of probably a 
hundred thousand applicants. If he 
gave his entire time to the matter, 
he could probably not intelligently 
fill 500 of these positions. 
Neither 


the President, nor the Senate as a 
body, can pass intelligently upon the 
qualifications of candidates for all 
appointive positions. 


"The result has been that the Pres- 


ident acts upon the recommendations 
of his political friends nad legislative 
supporters, while the Senate usually 
acts upon the recommendation of the 
members from the state in which the 
appointee is to serve, if one or both 
of the members from such state be

to popular and representative gov- 
ernment. It is the beginning of dic- 
tatorship. 


"Since we no longer- live 
under 


conditions prevailing at the time the 
constitution was adopted, the wise 
course is to make the constitution 
meet the needs of this day and gen- 
eration.

"The remedy, it seems to me, is 


the 
adoption of a 
constitutional 


amendment divesting the President 
of his power to nominate postmas- 
ters collectors of customs and in- 
ternal revenue, appraisers, registers 
and receivers of land offices district 
attorneys and United States Mar- 
shals, and provide that they shall be. 
elected by the people in their several 
jurisdictions. Take from the Presi- 
dent the power of their removal give 
him only the power of 
suspension, 


with the right of appeal by the sus- 
pended employee to the Civil Service 
Commission, which would 
have the 


power of reinstatement or removal. 
This would in no manner interet'ere 
with proper administration of gov- 
ernment Federal office holders would 
still give bonds, be subject to execu- 
tive suspension, but would

politically subservient to_ the execu- 
tive. 


"Thus only can we destroy the evil 


power of patronage free

"Congress, consisting of 531 mem- 


bers, can .far more intelligently and 
unselfishly legislate for one hundred 
million people than can any presi- 
dent.

veto rcsubmissiim to Congress, not 
the executive barter and sale 
of 


patronage for the nutation or de- 
feat of legislation. A one-man gov- 
ernment cannot last.",
